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Applicants' traverse of the restriction requirement has been considered and is 
deemed persuasive to the extent that claims 1-110 and 178-186 should be grouped with 
claims 112-177 and 188-194. Accordingly the restriction requirement is modified as 
follows. 

Group I. Claims 1-110, 112-186 and 188-194. 
Group II. Claims 195-199. 

Claims 1 1 1 and 187 are linking between the claims of Groups I and II. 
This restriction requirement is made FINAL. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-194 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 

alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Chen et al '936. No distinction is 

seen between the process and composition disclosed by Chen et al '936, and that 

recited in claims 1-194. Chen et al '936 discloses a solid state reaction between a 

carbon material and at least one alkali metal salt selected from the group consisting of 

nitrates, hydroxides, carbonates, halogenides, acetates, hydrides and nitrites. (See 
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col. 5, lines 24-56 and col. 10, lines 1-14.) Accordingly Chen et al '936 contemplates the 
combination of alkali metal hydroxides and hydrides during the reaction. Such alkali 
metal hydroxide and hydride would inherently react to form the corresponding alkali 
metal oxide and hydrogen. In any event, it would be prima facie obvious to select alkali 
metal hydroxides and alkali metal hydrides as the alkali metal salts for the reaction of 
Chen et al '936, since Chen et al '936 suggest that any two of the named salts may be 
used in combination. 

The other references are made of record for disclosing various hydrogen storage 
compositions.
